Adams County is gettrng 
its full 
share of a new kind of war alarm that 
causes the g reatest amount of distress 
and anxiety am ong its people. W heth­ 
e r or not it is the work of 
enemy 
eym pathizers is not known, but G et­ 
tysburg, 
Littlestown, 
and 
several 
other places 
have been 
victimized 
during the past day or two by num er­ 
ous reports of the deaths in France 
of various persons. 
Not one of the 
reports was founded on fact, and they 
seemed to come from some unfound 
source, 
which 
a t 
the same 
time 
launched sim ilar stone* elsewhere. 
Littlestown wa* informed on Mon­ 
day th a t one of its soldiers oversea* 
had met death in action. 
There was 
some uncertainty about who it might 
hav e been until it wa* fixed on one 
certain soldier, Harold Angell. 
His 
mother has received no notification 
whatever from the W ar Department 
and there is evidently not the slight- 
s?st truth in the story- 
No other L it­ 
tlestown people have heard for many 
w eekj of th eir relative* meeting with 
misfortune in France. 


The notice to the family always pre­ 
cedes the newspaper announcement of 
th e official list, so that people are 
Safeguarded well from anything but 
direct information. 
G ettysburg has been flooded quite 
recently with report* of a diaa*ter 
happening to the 
Seventh Infantry 
which was here last summer. 
It was 
supposed to have been wiped out in 
battle. 
This naturally caused alarm 
for a number o f men have relatives 
here, and some had their homes at 
this place. 
The Seventh has been in 
action and some names 
from 
that 
command have appeared on the cas­ 
ualty list*, 
but there has 
been no 
g re a t disaster to this regiment or any 
other so far as is known officially. 


York is having the same experience 
with rumors of this sort as G ettys­ 
burg. 
Relatives learn from outside 
sources that some one has been killed 
and they are kept in the greatest sus­ 
pense until there is official denial. 
So far as individuals are concerned, 
it is stated that they may be regard­ 
ed as safe until formal notice of their 
being killed or wounded comes straig ht 
from W ashington. 


In the case of Report* of disaster* 
to large units, W ashington ha* stated 
repeatedly that no such news would 
be with-held and that it 
would be 
given to the newspapers us soon as 
it was officially known there. 
This 
has been followed in a number of in­ 
stances, in the sinking of the Tu.Sca­ 
nia, tl»c loss of the Cyclops, for in­ 
stance, and in other cases a* well. 
Incidentally it is stated on good au ­ 
thority th a t it is decidedly unwise to 
help along these rumors 
by telling 
them to others. 
Efforts to trace them 
back to their source may strike in­ 
nocent people who have been merely 
parsing them along as possibilities 
and in this way helping a very insidi­ 
ous form of propaganda.
